President Perkins, of the Burlington.would 
he commended by the traveling public and 
the public generally. “The Governor, after 
a thorough investigation,” said he, “has 
found there is something to arbitrate, the 
Burlington officials to the contrary, not­ 
withstanding, and has advised the Presi­ 
dent of the Quincy accordingly. As to 
the fight having been narrowed down to a 
game of freeze-out,” continued A rthur, “it 
remains to be seen how long the Directors 
and stockholders will sustain the present 
bankrupt policy of management—a policy 
with no sufficient cause. For our part we 
are confident that the Brotherhood can 
stand it longer than the owners of the 
road will be willing to stand it. Our ad­ 
vices are that but 30 per cent of the usual 
local business is 
being done, and no 
through business. The Burlington m em ­ 
bers of the Brotherhood will be sustained 
by the entire organization just as long as the 
men wish or require help, and that is cer­ 
tainly longer than the Quincy can go w ith­ 
out through freight, or fast passenger 
trains.”

T h e G u id in g P r in c ip le s in R a n d a ll’s Tariff' 
B ill. 


W a s h in g to n , March 11th.—Randall has 
completed his tariff bill, and will introduce 
it in the House to-morrow. Id explanation 
of its terms and scope, he makes the fol­ 
lowing statem ent: 
The bill repeals the internal tax on to­ 
bacco and fruit brandies. It also repeals 
the license tax on wholesale and retail 
liquor-dealers, leaving them, as recom­ 
mended hv Jefferson, so that “ State au­ 
thorities might adopt them .” It makes al­ 
cohol used in the arts free, and reduces the 
tax on whisky to fifty cents per gallon. 
The bill is a careful and complete revis­ 
ion of the whole tariff system. 
It carries 
to the free lista large num ber of articles 
now paying duties and which enter into 
consumption either as raw material or 
otherwise, and in the production of which 
there is no injurious competition between 
this and other countries, 
in the revision 
of the tariff the aim has been to intelli­ 
gently apply consistent principles to all 
branches of industry, and in so doing our 
industrial system has been considered as a 
whole, and differing from other industrial 
systems in the im portant fact that

products of labor and capital combined 
than in any oiher country. This im port­ 
ant advantage to the labor interests of the 
United States the bill aims to preserve 
throughout the whole. 
At the same time, 
“in fairness to all interests,” as stated in 
the Chicago platform,“to reduce and equal­ 
ize” the duties on imports. The principle 
applied to a revision' of the tariff in this 
bill are: 


FEATURES OF THE BILL. 
First—That the difference in the tost of 
producing commodities in this and other 
countries where there is no climatic or other 
natural causes why they cannot be pro­ 
duced abundantly, has in this countrv been 
studied and everywhere adhered to as the 
cardinal principle to be enforced in any 
revision of the tariff. 
In such a scheme all the industries, of 
course, should stand on an equal footing, 
and in no instance should the powers of 
the Government be used to elevate one 
above another. In other words, our in­ 
dustrial system m ust be considered as a 
whole, in which all who participate in it 
share its benefits, whether they are en­ 
gaged in one industry or in another. One 
principle of great importance has been 
kept constantly in view, and that is, that 
line which marks the difference in the cost 
of producing commodities here and abroad 
—in other words, the line ot fair competi­ 
tion—is always and necessarily above the 
point of maximum revenue. Consequently, 
to reduce the duties on any commodity be­ 
low the line oí difference in cost, which, as 
stated, is the line of even competition, 
UDtil the line of maxim um revenue is 
passed, necessarily increases the revenues. 
On the contrary, to raise duties from the 
line of maximum revenue, by lessening im ­ 
portations, reduces revenues. 
This principle has been kept in view 
throughout the bill in the adjustm ent of 
duties. To determine just where the line 
of difference in cost tails is, ot course, in 
many instances, difficult, but it may be 
safely assumed that when importations in 
any line of commodities are large and in­ 
creasing, and no good reason appearing 
why the things cannot as well be produced 
here, that euch duties are below the cost 
line, aud that the advantage is with the 
foreign producer. If the production in the 
same line is diminished, or suspended 
altogether, in this country, it becomes proof 
positive that the advantage is too great to 
be overcome without a readjustment of the 
duties. 
In such cases (embracing, however, hut 
few articles) there has been no hesitancy in 
preparing this bill to raise duties so as to 
permit these industries to take their place 
abreast with others in the country where 
importations are light and increasing. It 
may consistently be assumed that the du­ 
ties are quite high enough, and in many 
cases may be safely reduced, and in case 
the industry is of such nature as to permit 
trusts and combinations of any kind to 
raise prices above the level of prices 
or profits in other industries, then it 
becomes im portant that the cost line 
should be closely adhered to, and that has 
been the aim in this bill in regard to indus­ 
tries where trusts or combinations are sup­ 
posed to have such power. It is less im ­ 
portant, of course, to apply this rule rigidly 
where prices are regulated through free 
competition. In such cases, under well- 
known economic principles, the tendency is 
always to a general level in profits, wages 
and prices in any industrial system. 
In working out the details of the bill un­ 
der these principles, the aim has been to 
pare closely and adjust carefully the differ­ 
ent schedules, with the object always in 
view to lower the duties wherever possible 
and reduce the revenues, being careful, at 
the same time, to hurt no established in­ 
dustry. 
THE ESTIMATED REDUCTIONS 
Uuder this bill will be: On internal taxa­ 
tion repealed, $10,000,000 ; estimated reduc­ 
tion on tariff schedules, $25,000,000. The 
rates will not suit many engaged in m anu­ 
factures, but are deemed a fair and proper 
response to the demand for reduced rates 
in our tariff laws. 
The bill is fully twice as long as Mills’ 
bill, and relates to many subjects. 
The following are some of the more im ­ 
portant provisions: 
The taxes on manufactured 
tobacco, 
snuff, cigars, cheroots and cigarettes, and 
the special tax required by law to be paid 
by the manufacturers of and dealers in leaf 
tobacco; retail dealers in leaf tobacco; 
dealers in manufactured tobacco ; peddlers 
of tobacco, snuff and cigars, and the m an­ 
ufacturers of snuff and cigars are repealed 
after July 1st, and all stamps issued shall 
be redeemed. 
All laws imposing an internal revenue 
tax upon spirits distilled from apples, 
peaches or other fruits are repealed from 
the 1st day of July. 
All laws which impose any special taxes I 
upon manufacturers of stills, wholesale 
and retail liquor dealers, and wholesale and 
retail dealers in malt liquors, are repealed 
from the 1st of July. 
The Secretary of the Treasury shall grant 
permission to any firms, individual or cor­ 
poration to withdraw from bond alcohol 
(or any spirits containing alcohol), subject 
to internal revenue tax, in specified quanti­ 
ties of not less than 300 proof gallons, 
without payment of internal revenue tax 
on the same, or on the spirits from which 
it may have been distilled, for the sole pur­ 
pose of use in such industrial pursuits as 
shall be specified in the permits. 
Penalties are provided for a violation of 
the above provisions where the intention is 
to defraud. 
Weiss beer containing less than 2{ per 
cent, of alcohol shall not be subject to in­ 
ternal revenue tax. 
The tax on distilled spirits shall ba fifty 
cents a gallon, and rebates are allowed on 
that which has paidjthe present tax, out of 
the Treasury. 
There are'm any reductions in the chem­ 
icals section. The chief earthenware and 
glassware changes are in nearly every in­ 
stance reductions. 
On metals the "chief 
changes are as follows: Copper ores, 11 
cents on each pound of fine copper: old 
copper and clippings for manufacture, 2 
cents; composition metal and ingots, plates 
or bars, 21 cents. 
Iron ore is 75 cents per ten, as at present, 
but a new provision is added forbidding 
deductions in the duty on account o f 1 
moisture. 
Pig iron is unchanged. Bar j 
iron, rolled or hammered, comprising flats 
not less than one inch wide nor less than 
three-eightha oi an inch thick, 8 10 of 1 
cent per pound; comprising round iron not 
less than three-fourths of one inch in 
diameter, aDd square iron not less than 
three-fourths of one inch square. 9-10 of 
1 cent ; round iron lees than three-fourths 
of one- inch, and not less than seven-six­ 
teenths of one inch in diameter, and 


square iron less than three-fourths of one 
inch square, 1 c e n t; round iron, in coils or 
rods, less than seven-sixteenths of one 
inch in diameter, 1 1-10 cents ; rolled iron 
or steel, fence wire, rods coils or loops, 
valued at 3) cents or less per pound, 1 
c e n t; bars or shapes of rolled iron not 
especially enumerated or provided for in 
this Act, 1 2-10 cents per pound, provided 
that all iron in slabs, boonis, loops or other 
forms less finished than iron in bars and 
more advanced than pig iron (except cast­ 
ings). shall be rated as iron in bais and 
pay duty accordingly. 
None of the above 
iron shall pay a less rate of duty than 
35 per centum ad valorem ; provided fur­ 
ther, that all iron bars, booms, billets, sizes 
or shapes of any kind, in the manufacture 
of which charcoal is used as fuel, shall be 
subject to a duty of net less than $22 per 
ton. 
In fact, the entire list of iron and steel 
manufactures is reduced, almost without 
exception, 
though reductions are only 
slight. A few new classifications in metals, 
such as gold pens, for instance, are cre­ 
ated. In wood and the manufactures of 
wood the same reductions are observable. 
There are no changes made in the pres­ 
ent sugar schedule, except a new provision 
requiring sugar drainings, or sweepings, to 
pay duty as sugar or molasses, according to 
to test. 
An increase is _?.de of the duty on con­ 
fectionery, not enumerated, at lrom 10 to 
15 cents per pound, and the addition of a 
section imposing a tariff of one cent per 
pound on glucose or grape sugar. 
Relating 
to 
tobacco, 
the following 
changes are made: 
Leaf wrappers, un­ 
stemmed, (X) cents; stemmed, 80 cents; un­ 
manufactured tobacco, 30 cents. 
Horses and mules, $10 per head; cattle, 
$4; hogs and sheep, 50 cents. Other live 
animals, 20 per cent. 
Oranges in bulk, $1 75 per 1,000; hops, G 
cents a pound; salt in bags, sacks and 
packages 10 cents per hundred; in bulk, 
8 cents. 
The only change made in wines, liquors, 
etc., is the inclusion of a new section fix­ 
ing the duty on m alt extract at 20 cents per 
gallon in casks, 40 cents in bottles or jugs, 
and 40 per cent, ad valorem on the solid 
extract. Cherry and prune juice or wine, 
or other fruit wines containing not more 
than 20 per cent, of alcohol, 50 cents per 
gallon, or if containing more, $2. Ginger 
beer, or ale, 25 cents per dozen bottles lor 
hree-fourth pints, and 50 cents on one and 
a half pints. 
All cotton cloth not exceeding 100 threads 
to the square inch, counting warp and fill­ 
ings, not bleached, dyed, colored, stained, 
painted, nor printed, valued at over six 
cents per square yard ; bleached, valued at 
over eight cents per square j-ard; dyed, 
colored, stained, painted, or printed, val­ 
ued at over ten cents per square yard, 35 
per cent, ad valorem. Cottons between 10O 
to 200 threads to the square inch, not 
bleached, 2J 
cents 
per 
square 
y a rd ; 
bleached, 31 ceuts; dyed and stained, 4J 
and 35 per cent, ad valorem. Cotton ex­ 
ceeding 200 threads, not bleached, 3A; 
bleached, 4i ; dyed, 5A and 35 per cent, ad 
valorem. 
In flax, hemp, jute, oilcloths and hags, 
the changes, while not great, are generally 
reductions. 
Clothing and combing wools are un­ 
changed. Carpet and other wools, 3 cents. 
Ring waste, thread waste, yarn waste, top 
waste and other similar products of wool 
are reduced 30 cents per pound, which is a 
new provision. 
Woolen cloths, shawls, etc., are reclassi­ 
fied, as are silks, women’s and children’s 
dress goods, bunting and lastings. 
Carpets are generally unchanged. 
Paper-hangings, writing and drawing 
papers, 20 per cent, ad valorem : printing 
paper, 1A cents per pound. 
Furs, dressed but unmanufactured, 20 
per cent, ad valorem. 
Gloves, kid or goat, from $3 to $5 per 
dozen. Glove or other dressed leather, and 
known as glace finish, from $2 to $4 per 
dozen. Gloves of undressed leather, from 
$2 to $4 per dozen. F u i-trimmed or lined, 
$1 additional. Pique suede, 50 cents addi­ 
tional ; embroidered, 50 cents. 
Gunpowder valued at 20 cents per pound, 
5 cents; above, 8 cents. 
Matches, ten cents per gross for boxes 
containing not more than 100 matches, and 
when otherwise imported, one cent per 
1,000 matches. 
Pipes and smokers’ articles, not enum ­ 
erated, 60 per cent, ad valorem. Common 
clay pipes, 25 per cent. 
Sections prohibit the importation of ob­ 
scene books, pictures or images, or of in­ 
struments or drugs intended for immoral 
purposes; prohibit the importation of neat 
cattle, or neat cattle hides, from countries 
where contagion exist. 
The importation of opium containing 
more than nine per centum of morphia 
and of opium prepared for smoking is pro­ 
hibited. 


A H A R D F IG H T . 


T h e E ffo rt to D e fe a t th e C a lifo r n ia F iv e 
P e r C en t. B ill. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 11th.—'The bill to 
pay California five per cent, on land sales 
was taken up in the House yesterdaj-. Mc­ 
Kenna moved that debate be limited to half 
an hour, and said that unless the debate 
was limited there would be no time in the 
hour allotted for the bill to pass it. 
The point of no quorum was raised, 
when McKenna’s motion was carried by a 
viva voce vote, and considerable time was 
wasted in polling the House. 
Holman of Indiana, who was fighting for 
delay, succeeded in getting a call for the 
ayes and noes. which consumed half an 
hour’s time. By a vote of 127 to 75, Mc­ 
Kenna’s motion was adopted. He then 
moved that the House go into Committee 
of the W hole and take up the bill. 
Jackson of Pennsylvania said that Mc­ 
Kenna was trying to rush the bill through. 
McKenna angrily denied it, and said that 
the opponents of the bill were simply try­ 
ing to kill time and thus defeat the measure 
by getting it on the calendar and thus prac­ 
tically burying it. 
Then followed a num ber of time-waiting 
motions, which showed that McKenna had 
ascribed correct motives to the bill's oppo­ 
nents. 
McKenna tried several ways to head off 
the bill's enemies, one of which was his 
motion that the bill be postponed and made 
the special order for April 4th, immediately 
after the reading of the journal. Upon this 
and all motions favorable to the bill, there 
came the time-killing demand for the ayes 
and noes. and these motions had to be 
withdrawn. The hour set apart for the 
bill was thus being rapidly consumed. 
It 
was nearly up, when Landes of Indiana, a 
member of the Committee on Public Lands 
and an enemy of the bill, moved that it be 
laid on the table, and demanded the ayes 
and noes. 
His motion was lost by a vote of 68 to 
143, but Mr. Landes had accomplished the 
purpose of the opponents of the bill. By 
the time the roll-call was over, the time 
allotted to the bill had expired. It thus 
goes on the calendar, and cannot come up 
again until the Committee on Public Lands 
gets another day let apart for its business, 
the effect of which is that the bill has 
hardly one chance in a hundred of coming 
before the House again this session.

TH E PURSUIT PROBABLY A HASTY ACT.

E l P a s o , March 11th.—The arrest of 
Marshal Meade and Deputy Sheriff Shibell, 
of Tucson, A. T., by the Mexican authori­ 
ties, while pursuing the Stein’s Pass train 
robbers, continues the principal topic of 
exciting discussion here. El Paso is par­ 
ticularly interested in the question, for 
more cases of m utual pursuit of escaping 
criminals into the neighboring territory 
occur here than at any' other point along 
the border. 
The prevailing opinion is that the senti­ 
ments expressed by Congressman Springer, 
Chairman of the Committee on Territories, 
is correct and just. The understanding be­ 
tween the two republics that hostile In­ 
dians, like Geronimo’s Apaches, could be 
pursued across the border by the military 
of the adjoining country has never been 
construed to include the pursuit of white 
criminals by civil officers. 
There is no 
treaty, not even a tacit understanding, per­ 
m itting this. 
The neighborhood of El Paso and Paso 
del Norte is the only place along the inter­ 
national border where the pursuit of crim­ 
inals across the border has been tacitly 
permitted. Even this tacit permit has been 
granted by the Mexican authorities almost 
exclusively, for there is hardly an instance 
on record where a Mexican official re­ 
quested permission to penetrate into Amer­ 
ican territory in pursuit of escaping Mexi­ 
can criminals. 


A CASE IN POINT. 
The only recent instance of that kind 
occurred at Eagle Pass, where a week ago 
the military stationed at Pedras Negras 
came across the river to arrest a deserter. 
They were caught and attacked with fatal 
results by a Texas Sheriff and posse. 
The Janos incident shows the urgent 
necessity for a carefully worded treaty, or 
convention, covering the whole subject. 
Our international treaties w ith Mexico are 
too loosely and carelessly drawn up. For 
instance, those defining the boundaries be­ 
tween the two republics are obscure and 
blundering, and will give rise, at an early 
day, to a serious international imbroglio, 
as far as the cultivatable portion of the 
Rio Grande Valley is concerned.

Every Republican admits that the ticket 
nominated by the bosses last Monday night

P o lic e D e ta ils. 
The Board of Police Commissioners met 
Saturday evening and appointed fifteen 
special policemen for duty on election day, 
and who will act in conjunction with the 
regular force. 
It was ordered that the statute in refer­ 
ence to the closing of saloons be enforced.

Section 1. It shall not be law ful for any per­ 
son or persons keeping a public house, saloon or 
drinking place, either licensed or unlicensed, to 
sell, give away, or furnish spirituous or m alt 
liquors, n ine or any other intoxicating bever­ 
ages, on any part of any day set apart, or to be 
set apart, for any general or special election by 
th e citizens, in any election district or precinct 
in any of the counties Yvithin the State where 
an election is in progress, during th e hours 
when, by law', in said district or precinct the 
election polls are required to be kept open. 
Section 2. Any person or persons violating the 
provisions of this Act shall be deem ed guilty of 
a misdemeanor.

WIDE AWAKE. 


THE BUSINESS MEN OF THE CITY 
COME TO THE FRONT. 


E xpressions front A ll S id es in F avor 
o f th e In d ep en d en t R ep u b lican 
V erdict, th e “B osses M ust Go." 


The deepest interest is being taken by all 
classes of citizens in the coming city elec­ 
tion, and scarcely anything else is talked of 
upon the streets. Since the action of the 
Independent Republican Committee, the 
opinion seems to be almost universal that 
the fraudulent practices of the bosses must 
cease, and that on Tuesday the iniquity 
will be literally buried beneath the votes 
of the outraged rank and file of the Repub­ 
lican party. 
THE BEST ELEMENT 
Of the Republican party is practically 
unanim ous in favor of the movement to 
put an end to boss rule, and especially in 
the Fire and Police Departments. Men 
who have never taken any part in politics 
at all are at work actively, and express 
the determination to go to the polls and 
do all in their power to secure the defeat 
of odious bossism, emanating from First 
W ard corruptionists. 
Reporters of the K ecokd-U n io n went 
among the prom inent business men of the 
city on Saturday afternoon and evening 
anil interviewed them upon their viewTs of 
the situation. It was found that among 
the tax-payers, merchants and business 
men generally, the sentim ent was almost 
unanimous in favor of the revolt against 
bossism. 
Most of them say that they do not care 
to have their names in print, as they are 
not politicians, but that they deem it their 
duty when a square chance is offered to 
put an end to the corrupt practices which 
have been a disgrace to the city, to do all 
they can to accomplish that result, and 
that on election day their votes will be cast 
for that purpose. The majority of those 
spoken to were Republicans, who have al­ 
ways voted that ticket. They say that they 
are not now going to vote against the Re­ 
publican party, but that they are going to 
cast their ballots to punish those who, by 
their acts, have brought disgrace upon that 
party. If it is necessary, in order to ac­ 
complish this end, to vote for some Demo­ 
crats, they propose to do it, especially as 
the Democratic Convention placed hone 
but good names upon their ticket. 
THE BUSINESS MEN. 
Said a prominent J-street m erchant: “ 1 
do not usually take any part in politics, 
further than to cast my vote, but I believe 
the time has come when the decent element 
in the Republican party should have some­ 
thing to say in the management of the 
party. The business men of the city gen­ 
erally seem to have made up their iuinds 
that this is the right time to act, and I am 
satisfied that if we want good men to fill 
our city offices, men who are not under the 
influences of 1 bosses,’ we must take a hand 
in this election.'’ 
“ There is very little chance of success of 
the bosses,’’ said a Republican politician. 
“ I never knew a cause to win in this city 
yet where such unblushing frauds were be­ 
hind it. 
MURE AT IS CALLED A COWARD 
Because he declined to ru n ; but in this 
they are wrong. Murray found out that he 
had simply been put up to be sold out for 
the benefit of HuntooD. H e saw through 
the trick in time to save his money and his 
reputation. Short was nominated for the 
same purpose. I have worked with the 
Republican politicians of this city for 
many years, and I know what I am talking 
about. They will trade every man on their 
ticket for a vote forH uutoon. They want 
control of the Board of Fire Commission­ 
ers, and they will throw down any man on 
their ticket to secure it.” 
‘Do I think the Independent Republi­ 
cans will succeed?” said a merchant who is 
taking some interest in local politics lor the 
first time. 


“ I FEEL ABSOLUTELY CERTAIN 
Of it. 1 have not talked with a business 
man to-day who has not expressed the de­ 
termination to rebuke the boss element and 
put the seal of condemnation on ballot-box 
staffing. 
They all understand that the 
scheme will be to trade votes for Fire Com­ 
missioner, but they aiso understand that 
the independents are so sure of adminis­ 
tering punishment that there is no sense in 
trading. I never voted anything but a Re­ 
publican ticket before, but I don’t see 
where politics comes in at this election, 
anyhow. W hat we want is first to ‘ sit 
down ’ on ballot-box stuffing and next to 
have good men in office. When I have to 
make a choice between the influences now 
operating upon the community I know 
where I ought to stand, and I shall be at 
the polls to do my duty.” 
“ I know what the general sentiment is,” 
said another, “ as well as any man in this 
town, and I can tell you that among the 
business men it is all one way’.

The day passed, and Baugh 
failing to put in an appearance, Charles 
Rood, the hotel cleik, went up to Baugh's 
room and found him dead. The Coroner 
was notified, took charge of the remains 
and an inquest will be held to-day. The 
last time deceased was seen alive was on 
Friday night, when to all appearances he 
was well and happy. There was nothing 
found in the room or among his effects to 
indicate suicide.

It was clear after twenty m inutes’ fight­ 
ing that years of dissipated, brutal life had 
sapped the once astonishing powers of the 
American champion. H e could not close 
with the wiry Englishman, and his elforts 
to force the fighting weakened him con­ 
siderably. 
At the end of the battle Sullivan cried 
with mortification at his failure to make 
good the oath against Mitchell. 
The first round opened savagely, Sulli­ 
van forcing the fighting and making one or 
two powerful rushes. Sullivan’s blow was 
a heavy left-hander just to the left of 
Mitchell’s jaw. The latter was dazed, but 
soon got in a light return on Sullivan’s 
chest. Then he sparred cautiously, ward­ 
ing oil two or three of Sullivan's leads. 
A CRUSHES. 
Finally Sullivan got angry and rushed in 
close, his left hand fell in short, Mitchell 
dodging, but his big right fist crashed 
against the unlucky Englishm an’s head 
and the Londoner fell in a heap over 
toward the ropes in his corner. 
After half a m inute or so Mitchell was 
up again, sponged off, and in the ring. 
Sullivan soon followed. This time Mitch­ 
ell fought shy, retreating from one part of 
the ring to another. Sullivan’s fierce rush 
was too much for him, however, and the 
two closed. The first blow caught Mitchell 
on the chest and Mitchell staggered as if he 
had been hit by a pile-driver. H e made a 
feeble effort to parry, then to run away, 
hut another blow on the head from Sulli­ 
van, a deadly right-hander, laid him tlat 
on the turf near the middle of the ring. 
His seconds lifted him over to his cor­ 
ner, where a little sponging brought him to 
in the minute. The pace was too fast for 
the Englishman, but it was also beginning 
to tell on the greatest of short distance 
sluggers. Sullivan was red in the face, and 
the cool, defensive strategy of his antago­ 
nist ruffled the big bully’s temper. Still, 
everything looked rose-hued to his friends. 


A WAITING BATTLE. 
From the beginning of the third round 
Mitchell fought a waiting battle, running all 
over the ring with Sullivan bounding after 
him and getting in an occasional ineffective 
blow. The American champion at last made 
a desperate rush, broke down the English­ 
m an’s defense, and sent him sprawling to 
the ground with a right-hand blow in the 
face. Sullivan seemed to have hurt his 
hand a little in this last rush, and Mitchell, 
though badly battered, was far from being 
knocked out. Sullivan was pushing him ­ 
self hard, and seemed to feel’the strain. 
In the fourth round Mitchell souirraed 
and dodged for several minutes before Sul­ 
livan could close on him . W hen he did 
reach 
the 
Englishman his blows fell 
lightly, and though Mitchell went down in 
the last rush, he fell more in the tussle 
than from the effects of any one blow. 


ALMOST A FOUL. 
In the fifth and sixth rounds he took to 
the tactics that Smith had used. Sullivan 
charged again and again, but every time 
the Londoner got away. Once, when he 
was cornered, he dropped to the ground on 
one hand and one knee, which is a fall by 
the London ring rules. Sullivan had come 
nearly striking him as he dropped, and the 
referee cautioned both men about making 
or causing a foul stroke. 
In the next three rounds Sullivan kept 
up his ineffectual chase after the tleet-footed 
Englishman. Mitchell got off without any 
damage to speak of, and even planked his 
fist two or three times on Sullivan’s tace. 


SULLIVAN CHILLED BY THE I IAIN. 
In the tenth round there was a steady 
our of rain, which chilled Sullivan, who 
jegan to 
shake with ague. 
He kept 
pluckily on, however, pounding through 
the mud after his opponent, but falling 
shorter and shorter on each rush, and 
nothing better than a draw was looked for. 
Mitchell’s backers hoped now that their 
man might outlast the American and win 
the championship. 
From the tenth to the tb ir:, second 
round Sullivan was shivering all over, and 
Mitchell could do nothing. The thirty- 
second round lasted twenty-seven minutes, 
and the thirty-fifth fifteen' minutes. Both 
men were weak, and cot II no longer hit 
out from the shouider. 
After half an hour’s fighting in the last 
round Mitchell’s second broke into the ring 
and called out that the men had enough. 
•‘ Make it a draw," he urged. The prin­ 
cipals readily agreed to stop and shook 
hands. Sullivan cried with rage and cha­ 
grin, and his backers folded up their flags, 
the most heartsore set of sportsmen that 
has ever traveled 3,000 miles to see a good 
international fight. 
Mitchell was badly bruised. There was 
a big lum p on his jaw, his left eye was 
bunged up, and his body was a good deal 
battered. Sullivan was sick and worn out, 
but not much hurt. Both parties started 
tor this city on the evening train. 


THE SLOGGERS IN JAIL. 


T a r is , March 11th.—Mitchell and Sulli­ 
van and several friends were arrested while 
returning from the tight and taken to Sen­ 
téis. At the jail Jake Kilrain managed to 
slip away. 
Sullivan and Mitchell were 
locked up. the others were released. 


CONDITION OF THE FIGHTERS. 
At midnight a Sun correspondent went 
to the jail with the doctor, whose services 
were sadly needed. The men were in sep­ 
arate cells, cold and damp, without food, 
and without covering on their beds. The 
French doctor, after examining 
them, 
threw his hands toward heaven and vowed 
that the men had been trying to murder 
each other. Mitchell was ' the worse off. 
He fell more than forty times during the 
tight. There was a sinking in among the 
ribs around toward the lower part of the 
back, which the doctor declared indicated 
an awful blow from something, and he had 
managed to break something inside him ­ 
self. 
One glance at Sullivan showed why he 
let eo so m any opportunities to knock 
Mitcheil out, when a right-hander would 
have done it. His right hand was swelled 
to twice its natural size, and his left, which 
was broken in America, was in a bad con­ 
dition. A tendon had been strained or 
broken, the doctor said, and the arm must 
be lanced and carefully tended. 


LATER— BOTH

IN GERMANY. 


E m peror W illiam ’» R em ains—F red erick 
III. and H is Policy. 
B erlin, March 11th.—The body of Em ­ 
peror William has been embalmed and 
now iies in the State H all of the palace. 
His features are placid, showing no sign of 
the pain he suffered. The body will be 
taken to the Cathedral, where it will lie in 
state, by Emperor Frederick's order. In 
accordance with the desire of the deceased 
ruler, the body is clad in the uniform of 
the First Regiment of the Guards and en­ 
veloped in a military cloak. The guard of 
honor will be relieved every six hours. 
On the palace the purple standard is fly­ 
ing at half-mast, but on the Crown Prince's 
nalaee is the imperial standard. The win­ 
dows were opened, and there seemed to be 
great preparations going on fGr the recep­ 
tion of the new Emperor. 
A few minutes before 10 o’clock yesterday 
cannon shots were heard. 
I t 'w as the 
mourning salute of the army, which rolled 
like thunder over the city", while all the 
church bells tolled solemnly. Meanwhile 
carriage after carriage brought different 
persons of rank, who came to offer their 
condolence to the unhappy Empress. 
< 
Regarding the funeral and the other 
ceremonies, nothing has been settled yet, 
as all depends on the orders of the new 
Emperor. The will will not be opened be­ 
fore the Emperor’s arrival here, but it has 
transpired that the Emperor W illiam ex­ 
pressed a wish that his iuneral should be 
without any pomp. 


THE NEW EMPEROR'S POLICY. 
B erlin. March llth —The regency of 
Prince W illiam is already practically at an 
end. and an invalid Kaiser sits on the 
throne of W illiam I. of Germany. 
Those 


who profess to know do not believe that 
we have in this fact a further guarantee of 
peace, but against the well-known pacific 
inclinations of the new Emperor we have 
to set the consideration that he has not 
half the weight with Russia that was 
possessed by his father, and Russia is, after 
all, a much more dangerous factor in 
European politics at present. 
If the new Emperor was not an invalid 
he would probably be more aggressive. In 
home affairs he never sympathized with 
the autocratic tendencies of Prince Bis­ 
marck's regime, and is credited with a 
desire to confer upon Germany a proper 
parliam entary system. 
In these views he 
is encouraged by his noble wife, and for 
this there is no love lost between that lady 
and the Chancellor. 


THE DEAD MONARCH’S WILL. 
The will of the late Emperor will not. be 
opened until after the arrival of Frederick 
III. It is already known that Emperor 
W illiam directed his remains to be interred 
at Charlottenburg, where preparations to 
receive the body are now in progress. 
There will be much curiosity to learn how 
the late Emperor has disposed of his vast 
wealth. Next to the King of H olland he 
ranked as the wealthiest 
sovereign in 
Europe. 
TAKING THE OATH. 
Berlin, March llth .—The soldiers took 
the oath of allegiance to the new Emperor 
yesterday. 
THE NEW EMPEROR. 


S a n R em o, March llth .—Emperor Fred­ 
erick III. passed a good night and felt ex­ 
tremely well yesterday morning. He drove 
to the station at 9 o’clock, accompanied by 
Empress Victoria, to take the special train 
in waiting to convey him to Berlin. The 
largest crowd ever seen in San Remo gath­ 
ered to witness his departure. The new 
Em petor was enthusiastically cheered by 
the crowd, and he repeatedly bowed his 
acknowledgments to their greeting. 


MATTERS IN BERLIN. 
The Dowager Empress Augusta last night 
received Prince Bismarck, who had pre­ 
viously passed some tim e by the side of 
the dead monarch. 
After the interview 
Bismarck visited Prince W illiam. 
It has now been decided to remove the 
remains of the Emperor to the Cathedral 
to-night, where they will lie in state from 
noon to-morrow. "The public will be ad­ 
mitted. 
THE DEAD MONARCH’S AILMENT. 
B e r l in , March llth .—Professor H art­ 
m ann, assisted by Drs. Von Lauer, Leut- 
pold and Thieman, conducted a postmor­ 
tem examination of the Emperor’s body. 
They found a calculus the size of a 
pigeon’s egg, which m ust have caused in­ 
tense pain. 
REMOVAL OF THE REMAINS. 
2 A. m .—The remains of the Emperor 
have been transferred to the Cathedral. 
The coffin was carried on the shoulders of 
eighteen soldiers of the Body-guard through 
the vestibule of the Palace, where it was 
handed to a num ber of non-commissioned 
officers. 
The streets were lined with double rows 
of soldiers, every tenth man holding a 
torch. The funeral procession was headed 
by a squadron of cuirassieurs. These were 
followed by detachments of the toot-guards 
and a numerous train of servants of the 
Im perial 
household. 
Then 
came the 
coffin. 
The Crown 
Prince and other 
Princes followed on foot, and the cortege 
closed with a detachment of cavalry. Tfie 
throng on the streets was dense.
